Italians Express 
Desire For Peace 
With White Sheets 


LONDON, Noy. 25,—(CP)—The | 
Daily Mail reported yesterday from 
the Italian frontier in Switzerland 
that white sheets, signifying desire 
of the Italians for peace, were hung 
from windows in Genoa when King 
Victor Emanuel! and Crown Prince 
Humbert visited the heavily- 
bombed industrial city in northern 
Italy 

The king and crown prince were | 
reported to have attended funeral 
rites for victims of recent R.A. F 


that since this is the showdown, 
Hitler may have demanded ac- 
tion from the Italian navy to help 
keep a sea route open to North 
Africa, he pointed out that with 
plane cover and ships, Hitler can 
take advantage of the bad 
weather and long hours of dark- 
ness at this time of year to make 
it difficult for the Allies to in- 
tercept Axis shipping. 

The feeling in London is that 
a critical phase of the war is in 
progress and that the Allies will 
have to exert the maximum ef- 
fort to succeed in the African 
campaign which started so aus- 
piciously, London looks for a 
hard fight and perhaps a long 
one, 


Air power seems destined to 
play a vital part in the African 
campaign. It is an arm which 
Hitler can get to Africa more 
easily than any other, and it is 
not beyond possibility that he 
may be able to over-match the 
Allies, at least temporarily. 


Dakar: Dakar, the great French 
naval base in West Africa has 
ceased to be a threat as an Axis 
attack bridgehead. Darlan has 
aligned it and al! French Africa 
with the Allied cause. What that 
can mean in shortened communi- 
cation lines with the western 
hemisphere is yet to be disclosed. 
What change it means in Allied 
control of the submarine menace 
also is not wholly clear yet 

That Dakar is closed to the Axis 
for any purpose and opened to 
Allied use in the anti-submarine 
campaign goes without saying

Enemy Air Power 


Unofficial estimates made in Britain 
credited Hitler with having last October 
about 5,000 first-line planes of all types. 
These calculations were too sharp a drop 
from previous guesses to sound convinc- 
ing. It had been suggested that the luft- 
waffe had not less than 50,000 combat 
planes, perhaps even 100,000. But unless 
the available evidence deceives, the lower 
figure is much nearer the fact. 

There has been only a “token” re- 
sponse to the devastating raids which the 
R.A.F. and United States airmen have 
been making on German war centres. 
Rommel had nothing like the amount of 
air protection in Egypt that the Axis 
forces had in the Low Countries, in 
France, in the Balkans, Outside the Stal- 
ingrad area, the Russians have not report- 
ed Nazi air power as remarkably strong. 
The Allied invasion forces in North 
Africa have not been assailed by air forces 
comparable to their own. 

Except at Stalingrad, at Malta, and 
along the Murmansk sea route, there has 
been no powerful concentration of Axis 
planes this summer. There are several 
possible explanations. Enemy planes may 
have been relatively scarce. Oil may have 
been scarce. Pilots may have been scarce. 
And perhaps Hitler was holding back huge 
reserves of machines and men for a last- 
ditch fight or for a drive he has not yet 
got under way. 

Three out of these four possible ex- 
planations are favorable to the Allies. The 
fourth is subject to discount, for Allied 
plants are now turning out planes fast 
enough to rapidly overhaul any accumula- 
tion of planes the Fuehrer may have been 
able to make. It may be assumed that 
the day of luftwaffe supremacy has pass- 
ed,

Ruml Tax Plan Offers 
Many Improvements on 


Present System 


By HAROLD L, WEIR 


There is high interest in the new 
tax plan proposed by Mr. Beards- 
ley Rumi, chairman of the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank. 

Mr. Rumi's suggestion is that in- 
comes should be taxed at their 
sources-—as Canada has been doing 
with the national defence tax and 
more recently 
with the merged 
tax and 
income tax. 

His proposal 
differs from the 
Canadian system, 
however, in that 
he would credit 
income taxes, as 
they are receiv- 
ed, to the current 
period instead of 
collecting the tax 
in one year on Harold L. Weir 
the income of the previous year, 
or allowing a lag of eight months 
as Canada has been doing 


This pay-as-you-go plan is essen- | 


tially practical and logical. 

If there is current, rather than 
delayed action on the income tax, | 
any increase or lowering of the 
levy becomes immediately effec- 
tive. Thus, in practical applica- 
tion, it can be attuned much more 


readily not only e the immediate 
fiscal requirements of the govern- 
ment, but to the ability of the pub- 
lic to pay, 


Easiest Paid 


There is further merit in the pro- 
posal to collect income as it is 
earned in that, at that moment, the 
taxpayer is best able to meet the 
levy. It is properly part of his ex- 
penses for that year, and the diffi- 
culty of paying in the following 
year, if the income 
greatly reduced, is avoided, 

The rate of tax, also, can bear 


an accurate relation to current 
conditions, both insofar as the 
country’s fiscal needs ar con- 


cerned, and ‘insofar as the public’s | 


income is concerned. 

The hardship that falls on the 
high-salaried man who enlists is 
also avoided. The first year of his

campaign, and have given us bases 
for operation in New Caledonia, 
Tahati, and Equatcrial Africa.

}ating from Washington has men- 
tioned De Gaulle, who has fought 
on our side without equivocation 
from the beginning 

In this we are again at odds with 
the British. Churchill, in his Wed- 
nesday speech, paid a tribute to 
De Gaulle, with appropriate words 
for General Giraud whose acquisi- 
tion by our side is without debate 
extremely welcome and valuable 

Now, it is obvious that the chaos 
following collapse plus our diplo- 
matie policy have created enor- 
mous disunities among the French, 
We cannot create unity. But we 
certainly must avoid contributing 
to disunity 

If the impression goes abroad 
that Giraud is our particular fav- 
orite and that we are hostile to De 
Gaulle, the debate in France will 
not centre on how to fight Ger- 
many but on the question of who 
is Giraudist and who De Gaullist? 
That debate is what Hitler wants, 
It can produce not only rifts in 
France but rifts inside our own 
coalition—Britain, Russia, America, 
It will also create unease amongst 


all the governments in exile, who 
will fear to be let down 
Obvicusly we must try to bring 


together all the anti-German ele- 
ments in France, and the first step 
in this direction is to bring to- 
gether General Giraud and Gen- 
eral De Gaulle, without letting 
aown either of them.
